—A German chemist claims to have dis- 


covered a substancs which may be used as 
a substitute for pliosphoius In matches. 


—A French scientist has examined the 


effects produced by cold on cows! milk, and 
finds that the nearer the temperature of tbe 
milk is kept to freezing point for twenty- 
four hours or more after being drawn, the 
more rapid is the collection of cream and 
the larger is the quantity, more butter be- 
ing produced, while the skimmed milk, the 
butter and the cheese are of better quality. 
lie thinks it probable that the freezing ar- 
rests the evolution of the living organisms 
which set up fermentation and hinders the 
changes which are due to .their growth. 
These factd indicate room for great im- 
provement in Ihe methods of stoiing and 
preserving milk, showing as they do the 
necessity of extreme cleanliness and low 


I temperature. 


—Sir William Thompson lately suggested 


that hot water might probably be economi- 
cally distributed through the streets of a 
city in the copper tubes used to convey 
electricity lor power, the heat being pro- 
duced by the resistance of the tube to the 
electric current. 
Prof. Geo. F. Burker 


has made experiments confirming tbe theory 
and expresses the belief that boiliug water 
may be disti Hinted for beating 
purposes 


wherever the electric light is in use, with- 


i otitiiiteifering with the efficiency of the

Laborera, it seems, work no faster during 
tbe short day than the long, thus causing 
an iibsolute -loss of two-tenths in the matter 
of wages or results accomplished.

WHAT VOWEL SOUNDS, LOOK LIKE 


A new and simple way of producing colored 
rings, which seems capable of some inter- 
esting 
applications, has 
been 
iccently 


brought to public notice by M. Guebhard. 
A saucer tilled with not very pure uieicury 
is all the apparatus required. 
Then clear 


off with a piece of card or paper the thin 
pellicle of oxide and dust, breathe on the 
blight surface and a magnificent system of 
colored rings is given by the film of con- 
densed moisture then formed. Instead of 
the lour or five "irises" described by New- 
ton six or seven pan be well made out and 
the thickness of the film increased from the 
border inwards, tbe order hues is reversed, 
btill belter eflects can be got by dropnia" 
volatile substances (as petroleum oil) on 
the mercury surface, Instead of brealhing 
on it; but the most remarkable results are 
had with collodion. 
Diluted with ether, 


this gives pellicles on the mercury, which 
may be detached (after their thickness and 
colors have been regulated at will) and 
transferred to paper. M. Guebhard h»s 
milizea these effects in study of the sounds 
of the voice. 
Vowel sounds uttered above - 


tie moistened mercury surface produce 
characteiistic ring figures, which throw new 
light on the nature of the vilirations in- 
volved. 
The vibratory state, indeed, for 


vowel sounds appear to be often very com- 
plex, the figures presenting groups of sev- 
eral centres of percussion.
